THE plight of a disabled pen¬ 
sioner who said she had been 
robbed of her independence 
when her mobility scooter 
was stolen has touched the 
heart of a Star reader. 

Jan Hepworth, 70, was dev¬ 
astated when her Shoprider 
Perrero scooter, worth more 
than £1,000, was taken from 
the car park at the Aldi super¬ 
market in The Stow. 

But her despair turned to 
delight after the story was 
published in last week’s Star 
and a reader got in touch to 
offer Mrs Hepworth a scooter 
which was used by her late 
mother.

“The lady saw the article 
and I went to visit her after I 
was put in touch with her,” 
said Mrs Hepworth, of Vicar¬ 
age Wood. 

“I had already had an offer 
from a cousin but I went to see 
the lady anyway and found 
the scooter to be immaculate 
and very similar to my pre¬ 
vious one. I took it without 
any doubts.” 

The kind-hearted reader, 
who asked to remain anonym¬ 
ous, kept the scooter after her 
mother died but had no use 
for it. 

“The lady said she had a 
spare scooter that nobody 
was using,” said Mrs Hep¬ 
worth. “I was humbled when I 
went round to see her because 
I thought nobody could be so 
kind. 


“It is wonderful. I hear a lot 
of bad things but there is so 
much good in the world. She 
was a lovely lady and I am 
going to send her some 
flowers.” 

The woman refused to take 
any payment for the scooter, 
but Mrs Hepworth said she 
would make a donation to 
Cancer Research UK wich 
was her mother’s chosen 
charity. 

Last week Mrs Hepworth 
feared she would be left 
housebound after the scooter 
was taken from outside the 
supermarket on the morning 
of Saturday, May 30. 

Every day 

She used it every day and 
said that without it she would 
be unable to get out and 
about. 

“I could not believe it was 
gone,” she said. “ I was in 
shock as I could not have been 
in the shop for more than 
eight minutes. 

“I was left quite traumat¬ 
ised. You can’t believe how I 
feel, the scooter was my only 
means of mobility.” 

Police are investigating the 
theft and thought they had 
recovered the scooter, but it 
turned out that it was not Mrs 
Hepworth’s. 

Anyone with information 
about the theft should call 
Harlow police on the non¬ 
emergency 101 number.

Mrs Beckham’s comment by 
tweeting: “Hey @victoriabeck- 
ham: if you are tired of Essex you 
are tired of life.

Mr Halfon said he was proud 
of the town’s green spaces, cul¬ 
ture, art and sports as well as its 
community spirit. 

He also praised Harlow’s new 
housing developments, its edu¬ 
cation facilties and the Leis- 
urezone which he said her 
husband would also enjoy 

“I’d be delighted to give you a 
tour of Harlow and the sur¬ 
rounding villages in Essex at a 
time of your convenience,” he 
concluded. 

However, it still remains to be 
seen if the Beckhams - who until 
recently owned Rowenbury 
House, dubbed Beckingham 
Palace by the tabloids, on the 
Harlow/Sawbridgeworth border 
- will accept the MP’s invita¬ 
tion. 
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Disabled dog has new life 
after rescue and surgery 


A DISABLED dog which underwent 
surgery to straighten her wonky legs 
after being brought to the UK from 
Bulgaria is starting her new life with 
a family in Old Harlow. 

German shepherd dog Sheba is 
now on the road to recovery in the 
care of new owners Paul and Toni 
Viner following the operations to cor¬ 
rect her bow legs. 

“We have only had her a short time 
but it is like we have had her forever,” 
said Mr Viner. “She is very loving, 
very kind and very gentle. 

“She is very appreciative of the life 
she has got and very forgiving for the 
life she has had. She just likes com¬ 
pany, a stroke and a little chat.” 

Sheba was brought to this country 
from Bulgaria earlier this year after 
being spotted on the internet. 

Dog lover Debbie Draven launched 
a Facebook campaign to highlight her 
plight and to raise money. Once in the 
UK, Sheba was cared for at the Mutts 
in Distress animal shelter in Little 
Hallingbury , founded by Pat Clark. 

Sheba underwent surgery on one of 
her front legs in February and on the 


other last month. The operations 
were carried out free of charge by 
Chaim Pilosof, a partner and surgeon 
at Companion Care, Cambridge. 

Sheba, who was originally called 
Maria, is now more than half way 
through a six-week rest period at Mr 
and Mrs Viner’s home in Old Road. 

The couple’s first dog, a Belgian 
shepherd called Shane who they also 
got from Mutts in Distress after he 
was found in a ditch, died in March. 

Beautiful 

“Shane was a beautiful dog, part of 
the family,” said Mr Vine, a street 
trading enforcement officer in the 
London Borough of Waltham Forest. 
“Wherever we went, he went.” 

He added: “Sheba has helped us 
with the healing process of Shane. 
She will never replace Shane and we 
will never compare her to Shane. We 
are helping each other in a big way.” 

Mr Viner was full of praise for vet 
Mr Pilosof and his team for 
everything they had done for Sheba. 

“They were amazing, such lovely 
people,” he said.

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Family’s heartfelt appeal for return of pet in wake of break-in

A DEVASTATED Harlow family has 
appealed for the safe return of their 
four-month-old puppy which was 
stolen in a burglary. 

Burglars broke into the home of the 
Richard and Tracy Taylor at about 
2pm last Wednesday and took a num¬ 
ber of items - including the Chihua¬ 
hua called Caramel who belonged to 
their youngest daughter Lexie, eight, 
who is celebrating her birthday today 
(Thursday). 

Her mother Tracy, 44, said: “We are 
so devastated. She was my little girl’s 
best friend and we just need her back. 
We’re all so upset and just want to find 
her. 

“Lexie cannot understand what 
happened, and she was crying in bed 
all of last night. They were insep¬ 
arable.” 


Mrs Taylor added that thieves had 
stolen jewellery and a small amount of 
money, but the possessions meant 
nothing compared to the theft of Car¬ 
amel. 

A Facebook campaign has now been 
started to raise awareness of Cara¬ 
mel’s theft, with more than 1,300 
people joining the search to bring the 
dog back to its family. 

Mr and Mrs Taylor also have three 
sons - Mason, Lewis and Jordan - who 
were all out of the house during the 
burglary. 

Hoodies 

“We were all out at work but our 
neighbour saw two men wearing 
hoodies. 

“He chased them but they got into a 
brown Mini car and drove off. They got 
hold of our other dog too but dropped 
it.” 

She added a third suspect was seen

running off in the direction of Mark 
Hall woods. The police have been 
informed and are investigating. 

Caramel, described as a “small 
brown fluffy thing”, was not fitted 


with a microchip as she was too small 
but had been due to be chipped this 
week. She has a lump on her stomach 
from a hernia which is scheduled for 
surgery to remove. 

“[The burglars] smashed all of the 
back door to break in and I’m just so 
relieved that no-one was in the house 
as who knows what could have 
happened,” added Mrs Taylor. 

She has now appealed for help 
through social media and has con¬ 
tacted local schools. 

“We don’t care about any of the 
other items which were stolen we just 
want the dog back,” she said. “We 
don’t even care who the people are who 
stole her.”

Bypass is the 
only solution 

SIR A. Dixon’s observations on 
the effect of the covering up of 
the traffic lights by the 
Leisurezone are timely (Letters, 
June 4). 

Perhaps if our county 
councillors had taken any note 
of the many suggestions from 
Harlow residents to do this and 
also at the many blockages they 
have installed on every east-west 
route across town, then at least 
the £4.7m spent on the modified 
exit from the roundabout at the 
Clock Tower might have been 
saved and the money used on 
housing. 

The observation is timely 
because the significantly better 
flow can be correctly attributed 
to the few pounds spent on 
traffic light covers rather than 
the millions of pounds spent and 
totally wasted at the Clock Tower 
exit and cycle tunnel. 

The lack of judgement calls 
into question the judgement at 
county level. The waste on this 
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project, as well as that on the 
dualling of the A414 
Hastingwood section of road, the 
future projects like the Maypole 
site link and the £50m-plus 
project to drive the Mil into 
Gilden Way should be the subject 
of a public inquiry and taken 
before the public accounts 
committee. 

It is clear they will not solve 
the current or future long-term 
congestion problems and they 
need to be stopped. 

The long-term solution would 
be to provide the major road to 
the west of the town as in the 
original blueprint. This could be 
done with a ring road consisting 
of a southern bypass linked to a 
northern bypass.

Tories are not 
workers party 

SIR Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
demonstrates a lack of 
knowledge and understanding of 
politics and history in 
suggesting that the Conservative 
Party renames itself the Workers 
Party (Star, May 28). 

Many parties in many 
countries have described 
themselves as workers’ parties 
in the past couple of centuries, 
the premise of this label being 
the claim that the interests of 
workers and capitalists are 
essentially incompatible. 
Conservative parties have always 
rejected this claim and asserted 
that capital and labour share a 
common interest. 

Renaming the Conservative 
Party the Workers Party would 
imply that it did not act in the 
interests of capitalists - an 
impression that I am sure Mr 
Halfon would wish to dispel in 
his role as the newly-appointed 
deputy chairman of the 


Conservative Party. 

However, the housing policies 
of Mr Halfon’s party have done 
much both to swell the size of the 
private rented sector and to 
drive up rents in that sector. In 
facilitating landlordism the 
Tories harm the interests of 
capitalists. Landlords are not 
capitalists; the incomes of 
capitalists arise from the 
production of wealth but 
landlordism does not produce 
wealth. High rents impede the 
mobility of labour and act as an 
upward pressure on wages, both 
of which are detrimental to the 
interests of capitalists. 

The living standards of 
workers have fallen as private 
sector rents have risen steeply in 
recent years. Those on low 
incomes are entitled to housing 
benefit and the rise in private 
rents has led to higher housing 
benefit bills. Many landlords are 
in effect being enriched by the 
state. 

However, rather than acting 
against overcharging landlords, 
the Tories and their Liberal 
Democrat buddies attacked low- 
income tenants and cut their 
housing benefit. 

The failure to curb 
extortionate rents and the 
deliberate impoverishment of 


low income working class 
private sector tenants are but 
two examples of how the nasty 
party acts against the interests 
of the working class. If Mr 
Halfon wishes to re-brand the 
Conservative Party, perhaps he 
should change its name to the 
Landlords Party.

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Sex offender 
has jail term 
cut by judges 


Pervert’s sentence

A MAN who persuaded a girl half his age to 
send him indecent photos of herself has won 
his appeal to have his prison sentence 
reduced. 

Ricky Goward-White, 26, of Longbanks, 
Harlow, was jailed for four years 
at Chelmsford Crown Court last 
November after admitting 
charges of possessing indecent 
images and two counts of incit¬ 
ing a child to engage in sexual 
activity, 

During his trial the prosec¬ 
ution said the 13-year-old girl, 
who lived in Scotland, had 
befriended scores of men with 
whom she was “sexting”. Police 
launched an investigation when 
they were contacted by her 
mother who was concerned her 
daughter was contacting 
strangers over the internet. 

Goward-White was arrested in April 2013 
after officers found details of his address. His 
mobile phone was seized and a search 
revealed he had stored 27 indecent images the 
Scottish girl. 


reduced by a year 

The court was told he had lied to the girl 
about his own age and tried to get her to meet 
him. 

Sentencing Goward-White to four years in 
prison, the trial judge said what Goward- 
White had done was both morally and per¬ 
sonally degrading to the child, adding that he 
had played a part in her corruption. 

But Goward-White appealed 
against the length of his sentence 
and this week three judges at the 
Court of Appeal in London 
agreed and cut it to three years. 

Judge Nicholas Cooke told 
Goward-White, who appeared 
via video link from prison, his 
crimes were not as serious as in 
cases where there was actual 
contact between an abuser and 
his victim. 

The judge, sitting with Lord 
Justice Davis and Mr Justice 
Spence, said Goward-White’s 
behaviour was aggravated by his 
lies about his age, his retention of the images 
and his attempts to to meet him 

But he added: “Although there were 
aggravating features, the actual facts of this 
remote offending were very different from 
some offending with actual contact.”

Pilot project has redistributed almost six tonnes of fresh food

A CHARITY is helping to lead the war on 
waste in Harlow by redistributing tonnes 
of food destined for the rubbish tip. 

Bounty Club is a new pilot project by 
the Michael Roberts Charitable Trust, 
which is also behind the town’s food- 
bank. 

The club is run by a team of volunteers 
who collect fresh food deemed unsuitable 
or unsellable by shops and supermarkets 
and then distribute it around the town. 

Typical items include bread, milk, 
eggs and vegetables which all have a 
shelf-life of several days. 

Stores allow the Bounty Club to take 
any food that is still in date but tech¬ 
nically deemed as waste due to damage 
or restrictions on the amount of time 
they can stored. 

If one or more items in a batch of a food 
products are damaged, the whole batch 
would be thrown away but now Bounty 
Club picks up any products in good con¬ 
dition. 

They are then passed on to various 
organisations including Spurgeon’s chil¬ 


dren’s centres, Safer Places, Streets2 
Homes, Harlow Corps, Westminster 
Drug Project, Occasio House, refugee 
services and school holiday clubs. 

Gary Knott, a director of the Michael 


Roberts Charitable Trust (MRCT) which 
is based at Wych Elm, said Bounty Club 
is more about serving the whole com¬ 
munity rather than individuals and fam¬ 
ilies in crisis. 


“It has been a successful pilot scheme 
as it helps to serve the community and 
also reduce food wastage,” he said. “Over 
£6,000 worth of food is wasted by stores 
every year in Harlow. 

“We distribute everything we get and 
people are always very grateful,” said Mr 
Knott. “We never know what we are 
going to get; sometimes it can fill a whole 
van and sometimes it is not so much. 

“However much we take, we know it 
will be appreciated and well utilised.” 

Bounty Club currently operates with 
MRCT funding and has access to the 
same vehicle used to distribute foodbank 
bundles. 

The service, which is completely free, 
has already helped many people by deliv¬ 
ering 5.8 tonnes of fresh food since the 
pilot scheme was launched last Septem¬ 
ber. 

Mr Knott said he is hoping to expand 
the service further into Harlow but in 
order to do so he is looking at making the 
scheme permanent with funding sources 
including the National Lottery and Essex 
County Council. 

Individual donations are also import¬ 
ant to keeping the project running.

Council under fire 
over grass cutting

Residents complain at frequency in some areas of town

HARLOW Council have been forced to 
defend its grass cutting schedule in the 
face of a growing number of complaints 
that much of the town is overgrown. 

While the authority recently anno¬ 
unced a tight programme to combat 
overgrowth of verges, bushes and 
plains, residents have voiced their 
anger that not enough is being done. 

More than 30 responded to a request 
on the Star’s Facebook page asking for 
opinions as to whether grass cutting in 
the town was adequate. The overwhelm¬ 
ing response was no. 

Scruffy 

“They always seem to cut the grass 
regularly up towards the town in case a 
VIP might visit, but never the rest of 
Harlow which is just left with very long 
grass everywhere which makes the 
place look scruffy,” Facebook user 
Anita Puddy wrote. 

Another Harlow resident, Caron 
Mouncey, said: “They seem to leave it 
until it’s at least a foot long and then 
leave all the cuttings.” 

And Kirstie Harrison added: “It’s not 
just the grass, everywhere is getting so 
overgrown and paths are pretty much 
covered now near where I walk every 
day. It needs cutting back as its stinging 
nettles.” 

The responsibility for maintaining

the town’s green spaces lies with Kier 
Harlow, but the regularity and time¬ 
tabling of their work is set by coun¬ 
cillors and breaks down as: 

■ Grass in housing areas is cut every 17 
working days, 

■ Highway verges are cut every 24 
days, 

■ Large open spaces are cut every 34 


working days, 

■ Some areas of grass are only cut once 
a year to encourage wildlife and pro¬ 
mote biodiversity. 

However, while the council claims 
that targets have been met, some res¬ 
idents have said that more regularity is 
needed then the current scheduled 
work. 

Facebook user Beverly LeLong 
responded: “We were told that Kier can 
cut grass only every 17 working days 
and that’s over three weeks which does 
not work in the summer.” 

Invested 

With the grass cutting season now 
well under way, the council has invested 
in four new ride-on mowers, taken on 
new staff to strim and cut weeds, alloc¬ 
ated resources for an additional month 
of grass cutting and acquired an extra 
hard surface weed spray to increase 
town-wide spraying from two occasions 
a year to three. 

Mark Wilkinson, the council’s port¬ 
folio holder for environment said: “This 
reinvestment shows the council’s com¬ 
mitment to improve the look of Har¬ 
low. 

“This is also about improving value 
for money for taxpayers when it comes 
to looking after the town’s open spaces. 

“We know from talking to residents 
and last year’s budget consultation find¬ 
ings that the maintenance of the town’s 
open spaces is a high priority.”

Ratty’s move 
to new home

ONCE a common sight along the riverbanks of 
Britain and immortalised as Ratty in Kenneth Gra- 
hame’s classic The Wind in the Willows, the water 
vole is in danger of becoming more fiction than 
fact. 

It is the UK’s fastest-declining mammal but an 
ambitious project to reintroduce the species to the 
River Stort near Harlow aims to help reverse that 
trend. 

Ratty was a cultured, relaxed and friendly char¬ 
acter, with literary pretensions and a love of a life of 
leisure. However, survival is the main aim of the 
water vole which is under threat of extinction from 
the invasive American mink and loss of river bank 
habitat. 

The initiative to reintroduce them in the Stort 
reached a critical phase last Wednesday when 160 of

the endangered creatures were transferred from 
Essex Wildlife Trust’s Fingringhoe Wick nature 
reserve to Herts and Middlesex Wildlife Trust’s 
Thorley Wash nature reserve at Spellbrook. 

Martin Ketcher, water vole conservation officer 
for the HMWT, said: “Without urgent action it is 
possible they could become extinct within the 
county as they have already been lost entirely from 
several Herts rivers, including the Stort. 

Conservation 

“Once this has occurred, problems with habitat 
loss become much more significant. Populations 
become isolated and the need for conservation on 
the whole of the river becomes important if the 
species is to recolonise. 

“Although there is some recent evidence of water 
voles spreading gradually in some places, this is 
very limited. The opportunity to reintroduce the 
species on such a large scale is a tremendous boost to 
their overall conservation.” 

The 160 water voles were kept in pens for a week to 
acclimatise to their new home before being released 
into an area which provides an abundant and well- 
established habitat. Once established, it is hoped 
they will be able to spread along the corridor of wet 
flushes, ponds, channels and the main Stort Nav¬ 
igation. 

Darren Tansley, Essex Wildlife Trust’s water for 
wildlife officer, said: “This a very important project. 
The Stort is ideal for water voles. 

“With mink control in place, the necessary remov¬ 
al of voles from a part of Fingringhoe Wick has 
presented a wonderful opportunity for ‘Ratty’ to 
thrive along the Stort again.” 



Call for more to share joy of fostering 


A MAN who has been a foster father to seven 
children is encouraging other families to consider 
putting themselves forward for what he describes as 
a “very rewarding experience”. 

With Essex County Council using Foster Care 
Fortnight (June 1-14) to find homes for an additional 
60 children this year, Colin Lane has spoken of the 
enjoyment he and his wife, Eilis, got as foster 
parents. 

Mr and Mrs Lane, who recently moved from 
Sumners in Harlow to High Easter, started fostering 
after their own children, Conor and Sorcha, grew up 
and left home. 

“We first considered the idea when we were on 
holiday and our children were moving out,” said Mr 
Lane, 47. “We thought it would be good to use our 
parenting skills to help more children. 

“That was three years ago and we were quickly 
approved to foster children from birth to 18. So far 


we have fostered children aged from five to 16 and it 
has been a very rewarding experience.” 

He added: “Being a male foster carer did feel a bit 
strange at first. I was normally the only male carer 
at the training courses and at the monthly support 
group meetings. 

“However, everyone makes you feel so welcome so 
that now I don’t even think about it. There is lots of 
training available from practical techniques for 
promoting good behaviour to basic first aid for 
children through to dealing with substance mis¬ 
use. 

“The next course I will be attending is about 
looking after asylum-seeking children.”

The British birds at risk 
from threat of extinction 


TWO of our best-loved and most colourful birds are in 
danger of becoming extinct, according to a new survey. 

The kingfisher (pictured right), which was once a 
common sight along the UK’s riverbanks, and the puffin 
(below), which live on rock faces along the coastline, 
are among 37 species of birds whose numbers are at 
risk. 

Others include the herring gull, the lapwing, the 
curlew and the red grouse. 

Climate change, the loss of natural habitats and 
changes to the ways in which land is managed have all 
been blamed for the decline in many species. 

The warning comes in a recently published report 
called the European Red List of Birds. 

While some of the species such as the lapwing 
and curlew can be found outside Europe, others 
do not live anywhere else in the world which 
means that if their numbers continue to 
decline they could become extinct. 

A spokesman for the Royal Society for the Protection 
of Birds said: “It would have 
been unthinkable 20 years ago 
that birds like the lapwing and 
curlew would be threatened 
species in Europe but the 
status of many species is 
deteriorating across the 
continent.” 

According to the report there 
are 246 species of bird which 
can be seen regularly in the UK, 
the Isle of Man and the Channel 
Islands. 

Of these, 37 are thought to be 
facing extinction in Europe.

FOUR people have received civic awards from Harlow Council 
in recognition of their contribution and service to the com¬ 
munity.

Shopping centre unveils 
wall-mounted mosaics

A NEW piece of artwork reflecting Harlow’s abund¬ 
ance of green spaces and urban environment has 
been unveiled in the Harvey Centre. 

Artist Sarah Bracey created the work which con¬ 
sists of two mosaic moths and a butterfly, each one 
decorated in a unique way to capture elements of the 
town. 

Sarah chose three pieces as a nod to the iconic 
three flying ducks which graced the living room 
walls of many British homes during the 1950s and 
‘60s. 

“I wanted to create a piece of artwork that had a 
strong connection with the history of the local area,” 
she said. “Moths and butterflies are an important

part of Harlow’s heritage, reflected in the names of 
local pubs such as The Garden Tiger. 

“Mosaic design also features heavily in Harlow, 
both due to the Roman settlements and during the 
building of the New Town.” 

The creation of the three pieces was a collab¬ 
orative project, with Sarah using designs created by 
local school children and members of the public in 
the artwork. These were collected during a free 
workshop held in the Harvey Centre during the 
February half-term holiday. 

“It was important that the local community con¬ 
tributed to the artwork to give them ownership,” 
added Sarah. “We held a free art workshop in 
February and I was able to use the designs created 
during this as part of the final design.” 

Plans submitted to 
demolish bungalows 

A PLANNING application to bulldoze hundreds of 
bungalows across three housing estates in Harlow 
has now been submitted. 

Under the proposals revealed last month, 218 
properties at The Briars, Copshall Close and Aylets 
Field will be knocked down and replaced by 343 one, 
two, three and four-storey detached, semi-detached 
and terraced houses and flats. 

Some of the new properties will be available to 
rent while others will be sold on the open market or 
offered on a shared ownership basis. 

The current residents will be temporarily re¬ 
housed with the option of moving back once the 
work is complete or staying where they are. 

A community centre, parking spaces and areas of 
landscaping are also included in the plans. 

Agreement 

Two weeks ago Harlow Council announced it had 
signed a development agreement with Home Group 
and Countryside, ending a lengthy consultation 
period during which residents were involved in 
producing a design and development brief. 

An opinion poll showed that the majority of 
residents fully supported the plans, with fewer than 
10 per cent opposed to the project. 

The work will be completed in three phases. 
During the first,residents will be contacted for face- 
to-face meetings on how relocation will be carried 
out and given information on applying for altern¬ 
ative housing. 

In a separate application, proposals to demolish 
bubglaows at 337-338 Northbrooks have also been 
submitted. If approved, they will be replaced by nine 
one-bedroom flats.

Air ambulance expands fleet with new rapid response car

A NEW rapid response vehicle has been added to 
the fleet of the Essex & Herts Air Ambulance 
Trust after it received a £27,000 donation from 
package delivery company UPS. 

The money was raised by 22 UPS employees 
who completed the Three Peaks Challenge, which 
involves walking the highest mountains in 
Scotland, England and Wales within 24 hours. 

As a result of their efforts trust was offered the 
opportunity to apply for a UPS Foundation Grant 
and received £27,758, the full amount to cover the 
purchase of the car outright. 


The rapid response vehicles carry the same 
life-saving equipment and drugs as the air 
ambulances but, unlike the helicopters, they are 
not weather dependent and can be used in poor 
conditions or when the helicopters are offline due 
to maintenance. 

Stuart Elms, the trust’s clinical director, said: 
“The charity constantly strives for clinical 
excellence and aims to push the boundaries of 
pre-hospital medicine and care, which doesn’t 
stop in poor weather or darkness. 

“The incredibly generous UPS donation will 


enable us to provide advanced critical care to 
more patients across Essex and Hertfordshire, 
ultimately providing a robust and resilient 
specialist pre-hospital critical care service that 
will continue to touch countless lives.” 

Sharon Hauber, HR director at UPS, added: 
“Volunteering is a huge part of the UPS culture 
and a source of pride for our organisation as a 
whole and it’s great to see our employees working 
with charities such as this in their local 
communities and making a difference where they 
can.” 


FIREFIGHTERS and emergency control room staff in 
Essex are preparing to take further strike action this 
weekend over job cuts. 

The Fire Brigades Union said the walkout was in 
protest at Essex County Fire and Rescue Service’s 
plans to axe least 179 full-time firefighters working at 
frontline stations. 

The FBU claims says that as a result of cuts already 
made, the service has been missing key targets on 
response times to emergencies it argues that if the 
plans go through unchallenged, the public will have to 
wait longer for the first crew to arrive. 

Alan Chinn-Shaw, secretary of the FBU in Essex, 
said: “These are unprecedented cuts which would see 
more than a quarter of all frontline firefighters axed. 
None of us want to take further strike action but the 
managers and politicians simply aren’t listening and 
remain wholly intransigent.” 

Negotiations 

“We are committed to negotiations but service 
managers have shown no sign whatsoever of com¬ 
promise and are still intent on imposing deeply 
unworkable conditions that will put firefighters and 
the public we serve at great risk.” 

The union has also criticised a new IT mobilising 
system used to send fire appliances to emergencies. 

“Managers at the fire and rescue service have 
known about the problems with the dispatching 
system for months now and yet the situation is still 
the same,” said Mr Chinn-Shaw. “Senior managers 
need to pull their heads out of the sand and start 
taking responsibility for the failing IT system which 
has caused control staff additional stress on top of a 
recently imposed unworkable shift system.” 

Essex firefighters and 999 emergency control staff 
will strike on Saturday and Sunday. A spokesman for 
Essex Fire and Rescue Service said it would be 
putting into place “strong resilience arrangements” 
to provide cover across the county. 

“The public can help us to help them in the run up 
to the strike by making sure their homes are fitted 
with a working smoke alarm and checking on elderly 
and vulnerable members of their family and neigh¬ 
bourhood to make sure they have one too.”

A WOMAN who was only 19 months when 
she lost her mother to cancer and whose 
four grandparents also died of the disease 
will set runners on their way at next 
month’s Race for Life at North Weald 
Airfield. 

Executive assistant Karen Dobrin will 
sound the starting horn in memory of her 
mum, Stephanie, who passed away at the 
age of 33, before taking part in the race 
herself. 

“Dad says mum fought hard, she wanted 
to be there for me and my two sisters,” said 
Karen, who lives in Epping. “I am 37 which 
makes me older than my mum was when 
she died.” 

Karen’s mother had treatment and a 
mastectomy after she was diagnosed but 
the cancer returned. 

“It’s had a big impact on me. I try to be 
positive because I know mum wouldn’t 
want me to not enjoy my life but I can’t 
imagine how hard it must have been for 
her, knowing she was dying and going to 
leave three children behind. 

Remember 

“We talk about her but not the negatives. 
We want to remember her in a nice way 
and try to build a picture of who she was. 
It’s hard not knowing who she is and it’s 
unbelievably sad that she lost her life so 
young.” 

Karen’s maternal grandmother died of 
the disease before Karen was born and her 
other grandparents also lost their battles 
against cancer. Her cousin, who is 50, is a 
breast cancer survivor. 

“I love running and do a lot of exercise to 
keep healthy, but when you do Race for Life 
it’s a different experience,” she said. “It’s 
not about the running or how fast you are, 
it’s about connecting with other people 
going through it. 

“I cry every time for the people I have 
lost or for the others in pain, but it’s not 
about pity, it’s about spirit.” 

She added: “My grandparents died of 
cancer but my cousin is a survivor. It goes 


to show how far we have come; the care 
there is now is different and they can do so 
much more but we’re still not there. It’s 
still killing people so we need to do more 
research.” 

The Race for Life at North Weald takes 
place on the evening of Wednesday, July 15, 
with runners given the choice of either a 5k 
or 10k course. 

Cancer Research UK spokeswoman 
Danielle Glavin said: “We understand that 
some women might feel daunted by the 
prospect of upping their distance from 5k 
to 10k but the atmosphere on the day is 
incredibly supportive. 


“The reality is that the event offers the 
perfect opportunity to try a new challenge 
in a nurturing environment, with like- 
minded women committed to an amazing 
cause. 

“Race for Life is the perfect opportunity 
to push your fitness and fundraising that 
little bit further. Whether you walk, jog or 
run, every step you take will help bring us 
one step closer to the day when all cancers 
are cured.”

CAN WE BUY YOURS? 
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Essex patients waiting 
longest for ambulance 

New data gives emergency response times across the country

CRITICALLY ill patients are waiting 
longer for ambulances in Essex than 
most places in Britain. 

New figures for the CM17-CM21 
postcodes covering Harlow showing 
that the times for ambulances reach¬ 
ing life-threatening cases with the 
recommended eight-minute target 
range from just 13 per cent to 46 per 
cent. 

Meanwhile, areas bordering the 
county are getting a much better ser¬ 
vice. In the DA2 postcode - the other 
side of the Dartford Crossing - more 
than 85 per cent of patients with life- 
threatening conditions see a paramed¬ 
ic within the eight-minute time- 
frame. 

The statistics compiled by Totally 
Communications reveal a similar 
story for most of the county and the 
eastern region, which is covered by 
the East of England Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice Trust. 

Totally Communications data 
researcher Duarte Romero-Varela, 
who gathered and analysed the 
information for the whole of the UK, 
said: “These statistics are important 
for two different reasons. On one hand 
it is the first time that postcode data 
has been released and thanks to that 
we can provide specific information

about the areas people live in. 

“On the other hand, this map is 
useful to spot the regional differences 
within the UK and conclude which 
ambulance trusts have a better per¬ 
formance. The areas in Essex show 
some of the worst response times in 
the country.” 

Red 1 and 2 calls are classified as 
emergencies where the patient is con¬ 
sidered to be in a life-threatening con¬ 
dition. Government targets say 
ambulances should arrive at these 
incidents within eight minutes in 75 
per cent of cases. 

East of England Ambulance Service 
bosses say the trust had seen a sig¬ 
nificant improvement to its perform¬ 
ance and response times over the past 
nine months. The trust exceeded two 



of its national response targets (Red 1 
and Red 19 - a combination of Red 1 
and Red 2 calls reached within 19 
minutes so far this year) and is mak¬ 
ing significant improvements to its 
Red 2 performance. 

During the past year 80.8 per cent of 
Red 1 calls were answered within 
eight minutes and the response to Red 
19 calls achieved national standards. 

But in September last year the trust 
was hit with a £1.2m penalty for not 
responding to 75 per cent of the most 
serious emergencies within the eight- 
minute target between April and 
July. 

Rob Ashford, the trust’s locality dir¬ 
ector for Essex, said the situation had 


dramatically improved and the fig¬ 
ures for this year were better. 

“We have shown an improvement of 
9 10 per cent in response times for Red 
2,” he said. “It’s still falling short of 
the target but 10 per cent is an 
improvement and Red 2 is always 
challenging because that makes up 
most of our calls. 

“We still have a lot of work to do 
but we are recruiting a lot of new 
people and upskilling our work 
force and that takes time.” 

EEAST chief executive Anthony 
Marsh said: “When I joined the 
trust in 2014 it was the worst per¬ 
forming ambulance service in the 
country. I am pleased to say this is no 
longer the case thanks to the actions 
we have put in place such as recruit¬ 
ing hundreds of frontline student 
paramedics and increasing ambu¬ 
lance cover. 

“As a result, we have seen signi¬ 
ficant improvements to performance 
and response times to patients and are 
now one of the highest performing 
ambulance services in relation to get¬ 
ting to those patients in the greatest 
need. 

“We will be recruiting another 400 
student paramedics this year as we 
continue to increase frontline staffing 
and ambulance cover and make fur¬ 
ther improvements to our response 
time and patient care.”

A MILKMAN who has been delivering pints to 
homes in Harlow for more than 30 years can look 
forward to a lie-in after calling time on the job he 
loves. 

Les Clark, 67, has been doing the Harlow rounds 
since 1982 and also delivers to Braintree and 
Bishop’s Stortford. Now he plans to spend more 
time with his family and 16 grandchildren. 

“When I became a milkman I didn’t think I 
would enjoy the job as much as I did,” said Mr 
Clark (pictured above). “It was the customers, they 
are the best part of the job. 

“It was strange doing my last round , a bit 
nostalgic. But I'm now looking forward to my 
leaving party in a couple of weeks time.” 

Technology 

Mr Smith, who lives in Bishop’s Stortford, said 
that many changes have occurred in his time, none 
more so than the advancements of technology. 

“I’ve gone from working with paper and pencil 
to using electronic rounds books and from driving 
electric floats to using Transit vans,” he said. “A 
lot has changed.” 

Dairy Crest depot manager Carl Pryke said: 

“Les has been a great milkman and a brilliant 
supervisor. He’s well-liked by all his colleagues at 
the depot and will be missed by them as well as by 
his customers.

STEPPING into Harlow’s newest cafe wasn’t at 
first any different to entering any other in the 
town and there was little on the outside to 
suggest what might be in store.

After taking my plate away, Hunt and 
Darton take performance orders from a 
non-descript menu and are pushed back into 
the cafe front on a tea trolley. I’ve ordered the 
‘F Whistle’, ‘Delia Dance’ and ‘Poem’ as my 
starter, main and pudding. 

I don’t want to explain the performance in 
too much detail as it may ruin the surprise 
and bizarreness of the cafe- but I would say it 
left me gaping in awe if not quite rubbing my 


eyes in disbelief. “He’s had too much art,” says 
Hunt, commenting on my slightly dazed 
expression. 

They ask me to push them back into the 
kitchen on the trolley and select the next 
record to put on. 

A day later I’m still not quite sure what to 
make of the cafe, but there was something 
brilliant in its peculiarity and had I not frozen 
with surprised awkwardness I would have 
laughed and cheered. 

On my way out I was given a loyalty card 
and told that I would be “rewarded” should I 
complete it, which sounds ominous but also 
intriguing. They gave me one stamp. 

Hunt and Darton will only be here until 
June 25 so I’d better get a move on if I want to 
receive my prize. 

I picture arranging all my meetings for the 
next few weeks in the cafe to complete the 
card, it’s quite an amusing thought. 

I buy a Tunnocks Tea Cake for the road.

We 
were the only band to play original music that 
day and we feel like we are holding the torch 


for new music. 

“We’ve only been a band for two years and 
to be playing the biggest festival in Harlow is a 
massive achievement.” 

While the release date is yet to be 
confirmed, Dan said he would like to see it hit 
the virtual shelves of iTunes in late August, 
with a video to coincide. 

He added that an EP release would be a 
“definite” at some point. 

“I find that when you have more songs, its 
actually easier to choose the ones you want,” 
he said. “The quality is getting better and 
better so we’ll have four or five great tracks to 
put forward.” 

The quirky name Albino Peaches was 
surprisingly conjured with relatively little 
thought, according to Dan, who said they 
chose something which had a 1960s vibe. 

While Dan is originally from Derbyshire, he 
moved to Harlow in 2012 where he met Tommy 
to form the band.

Bryce Dallas Howard was just 12 when Jurassic Park was released. Now 22 years later, she's 
the leading lady in Jurassic World. Keeley Bolger finds out why she couldn't be happier 


ssuming she “would never 
get a chance” to audition 
for a role in the 
much-anticipated 
blockbuster Jurassic 
World, Bryce Dallas Howard had 
another reason for “begging” for a 
meeting with the director Colin 
Trevorrow. 

“I was just looking at that meeting 
as a chance to get spoilers,” says the 
34-year-old, laughing. 

“As a fan, I wanted to know what 
they were going to do with Jurassic 
World, and I think what they chose 
to do was absolutely inspired,” adds 
the actress, best known for her 
performances in The Help, 
Spider-Man 3 and the Twilight 
movies. 

In Jurassic World, the action takes 
place in the dinosaur theme park 
originally envisioned by Dr John 
Hammond (played by the late 
Richard Attenborough). Howard 
plays operational manager Claire 
who, at first, is desperate to attract 
visitors. 

But, of course, things go terribly 
wrong, and she ends up having to 
call in ex-military animal expert 
Owen (Chris Pratt) to try and save 


the day. 

Playing the “powerful” but 
“misguided” Claire was a hearty life 
lesson for the actress, who is the 
eldest daughter of Happy Days actor 
and acclaimed director Ron Howard. 

“Claire needed to let go of 
control,” explains the actress, who 
has inherited her famous dad’s thick 
auburn hair, green eyes and friendly 
manner. 

“This was a really important 
journey for me in my own spirit, 
because I consider myself a bit of an 
organised person, perhaps a little 
too much at times, and it was 
beautiful to play this woman who 
really comes into her own. Hopefully 
I took some of that with me.” 

But just a glimpse at the actress’ 
feet, which are nestled in a homely 
but bog-standard pair of white hotel 
slippers today, suggests that maybe 
she won’t be keeping Claire’s 
stilettos - which the character 
insists on wearing as she darts away 
from the dinosaurs. 

“Claire goes out into the jungle 
and her white clothes get muddy and 
ripped up and she gets bruised and 
sweaty - but does not take off her 


heels!” says Howard with a loud 
laugh, joking that she’s going to add 
“running in the jungle in heels” to 
her CV. 

While the film is expected to make 
a whopping lOOmillion US dollars in 
its opening weekend in the States, 
were there any doubts in Howard’s 
mind about accepting the role? 

She shakes her head indicating a 
firm ‘no’. 

“I don’t think there’s a bigger 
critic than me of anything that was 
going to step on the memory of what 
Jurassic Park was,” says the actress. 
“When I eventually read the script, I 
felt so excited to be in a film that I so 
believe in, and as a fan. I’m very 
proud of this movie.” 

Not least because being in one of 
the summer’s biggest blockbusters is 
winning her some young fans, 
including her eight-year-old son 
Theodore, who she says is “so 
excited” to see the film. 

“Someone asked my 
three-and-a-half-year-old daughter 
[Beatrice] what her favourite thing 
in the whole world was, and she 
said, ‘dinosaurs*,” says the actress, 
who married fellow actor Seth Gabel 


in 2006. “I was like, ‘Atta girl!‘ 

“It’s very cool that I’m getting to 
be in this movie, and that Jurassic 
World hopefully is a film that really 
resonates with today’s generation of 
young people in the way that 
Jurassic Park did 22 years ago. I 
hope that my children are a part of 
that.” 

While Theodore is at the prime 
age to watch his mum’s dinosaur 
flick, Howard remembers her own 
parents having a different reaction 
when the original Steven Spielberg 
film came out in 1993, when she was 
12 . 

“My parents were really strict and 
they would never let me watch a film 
as scary as Jurassic Park was at that 
age,” recalls Howard. 

“Yet they went on opening night! I 
distinctly remember this, because all 
my friends went to see the movie on 
that Friday and I wasn’t allowed to 
go, I was devastated. 

“My parents came home and they 
said, ‘Bryce, this is cinema history, 
you must see this movie in the 
theatre’.”

TV Film of the Week 

THRILLER: JACKIE BROWN ITV4, Tuesday, June 
16, 11.55pm 

When it was announced that writer/director 
Quentin Tarantino’s third movie was to be an 
adaptation of ace crime novelist Elmore 
Leonard’s Rum Punch, it seemed a perfect fit. 

It certainly can’t have surprised anyone who’d 
seen Reservoir Dogs or Pulp Fiction and read 
Leonard to learn that Tarantino had been a big 
fan for years. 

But, amazing as those films (especially Pulp 
Fiction) are, they are love letters to the movies 
and not much interested in delving beneath a 
dazzling surface. 

Would he do justice, as no filmmaker had quite 
managed before, to the best American thriller 
writer of the past 50 years ? 

The first thing he did was change the title to 
Jackie Brown, after one of the main 
protagonists. Except in the book she’s called 
Jackie Burke, and she’s white. Never mind. 
Then he starts the film with a song from 
another movie - and not just any song, but the 
title song. But like everything else, it works. 
Jackie (Pam Grier) is a 44-year-old air hostess 
with a crummy airline who supplements her 
meagre income by bringing in money for illegal 
gun seller Ordell (Samuel L Jackson). Ordell 
visits bail bondsman Max Cherry (Robert 
Forster) to get another of his ‘employees’ out 
of jail (so he can kill him). 

This leads to Jackie being arrested when she 
next brings in some money - and, 
unknowingly, some drugs for Ordell’s girlfriend 
Melanie (Bridget Fonda). 

After refusing to co-operate with law 
enforcement officer Ray Nicolette (Michael 
Keaton), Jackie’s thrown in jail. Ordell returns 
to Max to get her out - we can guess why. But 
Jackie has her own plans, and they involve Ray 
and Max. 

What follows is a leisurely (two-and-a-half 
hours) but gripping thriller, with the not 
overly-complicated plot driven by fascinating 
three-dimensional people. 

Tarantino is a master of dialogue, but he’s 
smart enough here to lift large chunks straight 
from the book, and when he adds, it’s 
seamless. It’s a less flashy, more mature film 
than his first two - it has a lot less violence, 
and there’s nothing ‘cool’ about it when it 
erupts. In fact the whole thing is remarkably 
faithful to the book. 

Which is not to suggest QT brings nothing to 
the party - he still flexes his cinematic 
muscles, particularly towards the end, when a 
crucial scene is replayed three times from 
different perspectives. And then there’s the 
acting, which has always been his trump card. 
Nobody casts like QT - he’s a genius at it - 
and the actors always respond with peak 
performances. 

Still Tarantino’s best film.

HAWKS chief executive Tom Cun¬ 
ningham has revealed a powerful 
central defender will be the key 
summer signing for Harlow Town 
- the same as it was a year ago. 

With the departure of Hawks 
skipper Darren Blewitt plus the 
retirement of Danny Brown - who 
had also filled in at the heart of the 
defence - the need for reinforce¬ 
ments was paramount. 

But that one key signing never 
materialised - although it wasn’t 
through the lack of trying. 

Cunningham, 59, explained: 
“He [Danny Chapman] identified 
early on that we needed to replace 
Mr Blewitt and we were unable to 
do that properly. 

“People came in and tried. They 
have all done well in their own 
way, but we needed that person 
like Mr Blewitt or a Danny 
Brown, and as hard as we tried, 
and as hard as Danny [Chapman] 
tried and the staff tried, we just 
couldn’t get that person to come to 
the football club. 

“Having said that it was always 
a question that I would rather win 
4-3 than 1-0, but you prefer to win 
regardless. It was something that 
was identified but we were just 
never able to get that individual. 

“We identified where we could 
have improved. We tried to do 
that, but it wasn’t enough.” 

Having notched 103 points - a 
club record in Ryman North - and 


scored 108 goals, it was a shock 
not to win the title, but Cunning¬ 
ham remains positive about the 
future as he knows the club is 
progressing on and off the pitch. 

“You look at targets, I thought a 
few games into the season that 96 
or 97 points would have been 
enough. We surpassed that and it 
still wasn’t enough so what can 
you do?” said Cunningham. 

“The hard thing is that he 
[Danny Chapman] set the side out 
to play a certain way and they 
have been fantastic throughout 
the season. You can’t fault 
them.” 

Despite finishing 19 points 
ahead of Thurrock, Harlow lost 4- 
3 after extra-time in the play-off 
semi-final. 

Testament 

“In the play-off against Thur¬ 
rock we made mistakes at the 
back and gifted them opportun¬ 
ities which has been testament to 
us this season. But we had ump¬ 
teen opportunities to have won 
the game and won the game con¬ 
vincingly,” Cunningham added. 

“I am a very passionate person. 
I was hoping to go to the final. In 
my mind I had us playing Sud¬ 
bury and that would have taken us 
back nine years. Football is like 
that. Sometimes it doesn’t work 
the way you want it to work. 

“It doesn’t upset me as much as 
it used to in the past. I don’t take it 
as personally as I used to. Now I 
look at the bigger picture. I look 
what we have achieved.”

He revealed: “A lot of media 
attention is given to clubs’ 
preparations for their big day 
and it’s hardly different for the 
officials, just without the 
spotlight.

“The day itself was pretty 
straightforward, with normal 
timings for breakfast - healthy, 
of course, no fry-ups - and then 
it was back to your room to get 
ready before being picked up 
around midday to go to the 
ground. 

“This was when it really hit 
me - walking out to the pitch 
and having photos taken with 
guests and your colleagues on 
the famous turf. 

“To walk up the famous steps 
and see my friends and family 
who had come along to support 
me was also a memory that will 
take a long time to fade.”

2020 Olympics the target as boxer seals English title

FOURTEEN-year-old boxer Geor¬ 
gie Ellis moved a step closer to his 
dream of representing Great Bri¬ 
tain at the Olympic Games as he 
became a two-time national 
schoolboy champion. 

The pugilist, from Old Harlow, 
produced a devastating perform¬ 
ance to secure the title at the 
England ABA National Schoolboy 
Championships. 

He defeated Birmingham-based 
boxer Kallum Wood to triumph in 
the 32.5kgs section at the English 
Institute of Sport in Sheffield 
after taking an unanimous 
decision. 

Former Harlow ABC fighter 
Georgie is now a double English 
Schoolboy champion, having won 
the 29.5kg division in 2014. 

However, this is the end of 
schoolboy boxing for Georgie, as 
he will be 15-years-old next Feb¬ 
ruary. 

This means he will be eligible to 
represent England at internation¬ 
al amateur level, once he reaches 
38kg (83 pounds). 

Olympic Games 

His ultimate aim is to represent 
Great Britain at the 2020 Olympic 
Games in Tokyo in five years’ 
time. 

Georgie, who lives in Churchg- 
ate Street, was also able to train in 
the gym normally used by the 
Great Britain boxing team as he 
prepared for the championships. 

The student at Leventhorpe 
School in Sawbridgeworth is a 
member of the famous Repton 
Boxing Club in East London. 

He said: “I train hard to fight 
easy. I have been training at 
Repton Boxing Club three times a 
week and at home in between for 
the last five months in prepar¬ 


ation for the National Schoolboy 
Boxing Championship. 

“I was lucky enough to have the 
opportunity to train in the gym 
and use the facilities normally 
used by the GB boxing team.” 


Having dominated his contest 
against Wood, a member of the 
Birmingham-based Aston ABC, 
Georgie said: “I would like to 
thank all my coaches.” 

The Year 9 student breezed 


through the preliminary rounds 
to reach the finals for the second 
time. 

In the final he went on to win all 
three rounds, securing the unan¬ 
imous verdict from the judges (30/ 


27, 30/27, 30/27). 

He was one of 13 Repton Boxing 
Club members who reached their 
respective finals, with ten becom¬ 
ing champions as the club dom¬ 
inated the competition.
